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November 3-4, 2014 — 9/11 alleged hijackers romped on Florida/Alabama beach prior to attack 

Alleged lead 9/11 hijacker Mohammed Atta and three of his compatriots, Saeed Alghamdi, Ahmad Alnami, and Ahmed 
Alghamdi, stayed at a Pensacola, Florida-area beach resort hotel in the months prior to 9/11, according to a security officer 
who recalled their often frolicking stay at the hotel. On September 15, 2001, Newsweek reported that Saeed Alghamdi and 
Alnami, two of the four men who allegedly hijacked United flight 93, and Ahmed Alghamdi, who was part of the team that 
hijacked United flight 75, listed their addresses at an address within an area of the Pensacola Naval Air Station used to 
house foreign flight trainees. The address was 10 Radford Boulevard, which is within the security perimeter of the base. 

Lead hijacker Mohammed Atta, who allegedly flew American Airlines flight 11 into the North Tower of the World Trade 
Center, was, according to the security officer, in charge of the team while they lived at the Phoenix Hotel in Gulf Shores, 
Alabama, which is just a stone’s throw from the Alabama-Florida state line. 

Newsweek reported that Saeed Alghamdi registered a 1998 Oldsmobile and a late model Buick to the Radford Boulevard 
address in 1997 and Ahmed Alghamdi and Alnami had Florida drivers licenses issued to the same address in 1996 and 
1998. At the time, Saudi Arabia paid for a number of Saudi military pilots to receive flight training at the base. 

The day after the Newsweek report, the Boston Herald , on September 16, 2001, reported that Saeed Alghamdi and Alnami 
had lived at the Delray Racquet Club in Delray Beach, located in south Florida. 

WMR previously reported that our sources told us that Mohammed Atta was spotted on numerous occasions at the Maxwell 
Air Force Base Officer’s Club in Alabama. People at the base who knew him were aware that he was a Colonel in the 
Egyptian Air Force. The Department of Defense confirmed after 9/11 that a ’’Mohamed Atta” [sic] had attended the 
International Officers School at Maxwell Air Force Base near Montgomery and The Washington Post confirmed the 
Pentagon’s account, adding that Atta had graduated from the school. The Pentagon also confirmed that a ’’Saeed Alghamdi” 
had attended the Defense Language Institute (DLI) in Monterey, California. The Los Angeles Times reported that two of the 
hijackers attended the California school and that both were Saudi fighter pilots. The New York Times and Gannett News 
Service confirmed that Saeed Alghamdi attended DLL 

In 2002, Air Force Lt. Col Steve Butler, vice chancellor for student affairs at the Defense Language Institute (DLI) in 
Monterey, California, stated in a letter to the Monterey County Herald that ’’Bush knew about the impending attacks.” Butler 
was disciplined by the Air Force for his remarks.

The Pentagon also confirmed that an Abdulaziz al-Omari, one of the hijackers of flight 11, attended the Aerospace Medical 
School at Brooks Air Force Base in Texas. The Washington Post and Gannett confirmed the account. 

The temporary residency of the four hijackers in Alabama may be significant. On August 3, 2012, WMR reported that the 

U.S. Judge for the Middle District of Alabama Mark Fuller, 

was the previous owner of a firm, Doss Aviation, that trained Atta. 

On May 20, 2012, some five months before Fuller’s first wife, Lisa Boyd Fuller, filed divorce papers against the judge, Doss 
Aviation was sold to J.F. Lehman & Company, which is owned by former Navy Secretary and 9/11 Commission member 
John Lehman. The law firm that worked out the details of the sale was Jones Day, a firm with close ties to the Republican 
Party and the Central Intelligence Agency. Fuller is now under immense pressure to step down from the bench after his 
arrest by Atlanta police for assaulting his second wife, Kelli Gregg Fuller in a downtown hotel. Kelli Fuller was his law 
clerk at the U.S. Courthouse in Montgomery at the time he divorced his first wife. Fuller sentenced former Alabama 
Democratic Governor Don Siegelman to 78 months in prison on trumped up fraud charges contrived by Fuller and top 
Republican allies of George W. Bush and Dick Cheney, including Karl Rove. As Governor during 9/11, Siegelman may 
have later been privy to information about Alabama being used as a base to ’’train” the alleged hijackers. While he was 
released from prison pending the appeal of his sentence, Siegelman spoke at Truth Conference marking the 10th anniversary 
of 9/11 in New York City. 

According to the local security officer who witnessed their actions, Atta and his three cohorts were habitues of a karaoke bar 
behind the Phoenix Hotel at East Gulf Place in Gulf Shores where they stayed. The description of the alleged hijackers 
drinking and women-chasing sprees is similar to other accounts involving the hijackers from Key West, Florida; Venice, 
Florida; Hollywood, Florida; Maxwell Air Force Base, and Wayne, New Jersey.

Ironically, the Gulf Shores security officer who witnessed the hijackers’ antics in Gulf Shores lost his brother, a New York 
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City fireman, in the collapse of the World Trade Center.
